COLE CO. MAY COME ARMED 


Machine Committee Controls Admis- 
sion Tickets and Can Pack the 
Hall If They Wish. 


In view of the overwhelming triumph of 
the machine at St. Joseph and Joplin, con- 
siderable alarm is felt by Circuit Attor- 
ney Folk’s friends over the possible results 
of the Democratic state convention, to be 
held at Jefferson City July 19. 

Information received by the Post-Dis- 
patch from Jefferson City today states that 
the machine forces have planned to pack 
the House of Representatives Hal, where- 
in the convention will be held and, if suc- 
cessful, an attempt will be made to stam- 
pede the delegates to former Mayor James 
A. Reed of Kansas City. 

The Folk men in Cole County are pre- 
paring to resist the contemplated scheme 
of the machine, and if necessary it is stat- 
ed that 300 farmers armed with loaded shot- 
guns will be on hand to see that the will 
of the Folk delegates is not thwarted. 

At Joplin the threat was constantly cur- 
rent that “Joe Folk will meet the same 
fate at Jefferson City as he did here.”’ 

While the. report that an effort will be 
made to defeat the boodle prosecutor for 
the gubernatorial nomination is discredit- 
ed by well-informed politicians, the Impres- 
sion is universal that the machine will seek 
to dictate the platform, organize the con- 
vention with its own men and 60 arrange 
its maneuvers that the state ticket will 
be packed with dyed-in-the-wool adherents 
of the state administration. 


Win Committee 
on Credentials. 


A prominent Democratic politician, who 
manipulated matters for the machine at 
Joplin, told the Post-Dispatch that the Folk 
organization would. be powerless to seat its 
delegates from St. Louis, Ciinton and Jas- 
per counties ‘‘beca@use the credentials com- 
mittec will not stand for it.”

Militia Commandant in Future to Fe 
a Canadian, Not a Man From 
Mother Country. 


OTTAWA, Ont., July 1—With the dis- 
missal of Gen. the Earl of Dundonald from 
the command of the militia of Canada will 
go the last imperial officer to exercise the 
functions of genera! officer in command of 
the Canadian forces. This office will here- 
after be filled by a Canadian, one familiar 
with Canadian conditions and com ppehend- 
ing’ constitutional government. Thus an- 
other tie to the mother country is severed. 

Imperial ofticere have never succeeded in 
working in harmony with the Dominion 
government. They have regarded Canada 
in the light of a dependency of the crown, 
and, like Lord Dundonald, have arrogated 
powers to themselves which the law of 
Canada did not give them, failing to appre- 
ciate the fact that this country is to all 
intents and purposes independent. 

Playing the role of autocrat in mili- 
tary affairs, as the imperia] officers hav 
invariably done, always ,.led to a clash 
ultimately with the Cariadian authorities 
resulting in recall or resigrution. “In the 
case of Lord Dundonald, however, he neith 
er resigned nor was recalied. He has bees 
summarily dismu.ssed. 
ihe new miiitia bill, now before the 
Canadian Parliament provides for the ap 
pointment of a Canadian to the supreme 
command of the militia organization of tne 
country. Lord Aylmer, adjutant-general o1 
the mil.tia, will take temporary command. 

ord Aylmer is a Canadian and holds the 
rank of colonel, and it is quite probabk 

hat he will be ralséd in rank and be fina!- 
¥ given command of the army in Canada. 

This is the most radical feature of the 
new bill respectine the mil'tia, and it has 
the consent of the impertal authorities. 
Another important feature in it is that 
which provides fur compulsory military 
service when it is found that enough men 
jo not volunteer. This provision is either 
for training or emergency in event of? war.

HE DISCOVERED “GREEK FIRE” 


Se 


Story of B. T. Greenough’s Humanity 
Brought Out by Snit for 
$50,000,000. 


NEW YORK, July 4—Behind the suit 
filed by Elizabeth T. Greenough of New 
York, administratrix of Benjamin F. Green- 
ough, who was an inventor, against Henry 
H. Rogers and others, seeking $50,000,000 
damages, is a story not only of accumulated 
royalties on an invention but of the hu- 
manity of a man who refused fame and 
fortune because his acquirement of fhose 
two things for which some would sell their 
souls would have meant death to hundreds 
of thousands in the wars between nations, 

Greendugh died in 1878. Among his ef- 
fects were many letters and papers. which 
his widow regarded as referring to past 
transactions, and probably valueless. They 
went to the attic. locked away in a smali 
Dlack trunk. There they lay untouched 
and forgotten, until a few weeks ago. Then 
Mrs. Greenough received a letter from a 
Boston law firm. engaged in litigation 
against t*e Standard Oil Co., asking regari- 
ing a contract between her husband and 
Charles Pratt & Co., meée in the ‘70s. 

Mrs. Greenough knew of no such con- 
tract.. She found it, however. on a search 
through the little black trunk. It wae 
dated 1874 and called for the payment to 
her husband of \% of a cent for every gal- 
lon of oll manufactured by Pratt & Co. 
and treated by the Greenough process. 

In the suit now ‘pending it its claimed 
that this royalty Is due thé Widow Green- 
ough for all kerosene oil manufactured by 
the Standard Oi] Co., the successors of 
Pratt & Co., since 1878, it being pre- 
sumed that previous to his death Green- 
ough collected the sums due him. 

Whatever may be the outcome of this suit 
it serves to recall] some remarkable chap- 
ters in human history. 


Endangered Life 


of Experimenter. 

Benjamin Greenough’s life was devoted 
largelv to the development of e«v<etems of 
art! icliul ligh ing. He wa a chemist and an 
inventor. As a chemist, working in hié la 
boratory, he discovered a secret that had 
been lost to the world for a thousand years. 


For this secret he refused a forwine and it 
died with him. Its disclosure woud have 
limperiled the lives of countess thousands, 
destroyed cities and added new horrors to 
the awfulness of war through the legendary 
“Greek Fire.’ 

In experiments with this compound 
Greenough had nearly lost his life on more 
than one occasion. While manufacturi:g it 
his face was covered with a glass mask. 

The news of this chemical discovery 
reached the ears of the war authorities at 
Washington in the early stages of the civil 
war, uid Greenough was summored to t e 
Boston navy yard to give an exhibition of 
its merits. 

Before Admiral Dahlgren anda number of 
officers of the army und navy the inventor 
sowed the working of the won‘erful f vid 
mixture. He projected it through a ga'den 
hose from the nozzle of which it flowed a 
stream of fire. 

The flaming fluid fell into a tank of water 
and because of this aqueous contact It only 
burned more fiercely, unti) the water it- 
self appeared to be a mass of roarirg 
: s. Its terrible rending qualities un- 
der confinement were demonstrated 

Greenough, at the solicitation of the au- 
thorities filed a large nomber of. she'ls 
with this compound.- He did this with re- 
luctance, it is averred. and on an assur- 
ence that only In one event shou'd they be 
used in destroying human life. The condi- 
tion was that they be used only in cose the 
capital of the nation was assaulted by the 
confederates and was in imminent danger 
of capture. 

But if this agreement was made it was 
not kept. 


His Shells Were 


Used at Charleston. 

When Admiral] Dahigren succeeded Ad- 
miral Dupont in charge of the naval 
forces before Charleston, and the siege 
of that city by land and sea began, 
some of the shells containing Green- 
ough’s .“liquid fire’ were hurled into 


the city from the warships. That they 
created havoc was apparent to the dis- 
tant fleet, as fiames and smoke rose 
above the beleaguered town. 

“Greek fire was used in the siege of 
Charleston,” was the description. sent 
out to the world: and the news reach- 
ing the chemist Greenough in the little 
town was soon followed by a  “°re- 
quest that he go extensively into the 
manufacture of his secret compound fot 
the use of the government forces. 

At Nas<au a representative from Gen. 
Beauregard visited him and offered on 
behalf of the confederacy a large sum 
for his formula of Ris “licnuld fire.” He 
received further solicitation from the 
Federal authorities. 

Meanwhile'an effort was made at Bal- 
timore to analyze the compound in the 
shells remaining from the lot thas 
Greencugh some months before had 
filled with “liquid fire.” A fatal acei- 
dent was the result. ard Greenough con- 
tinned the only custodian of the seeret. 

After the Inventor's death renresenta- 
tives of the Russian government sought 
out Mrs. Greenourh rnd expressed a 
willingness to pay $1.900000 for the ex- 
clusive rights end formula for the man- 
ufecture of “linuld fire.” Mrs Green- 
ough informed them that no person Iiv~ 
ing knew what were the Ingredients of 
the compound.

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JAPAN INCREAS'NG 
AMERICAN PURCHASE 


War Is Not Hampering Her Com- 
merce Greatly and We Are. 
Getting Our Share. 


Bpecia] to the Post-Dispatch. 

WABHINGTON, July 1.—Japan’s com- 
merce with the United States in the pres- 
ent fiscal year strows a marked advance 
over that of any preceding year, and for 
the twelve months ended July 1 exceeded 
$70,000,000, Figures covering the first eleven 
months of the current fiscal year have 
just been issued from the statistical bureau 
of the department of commerce and labor |. 
ago; also that our imports from Japan 
amounting to $22,544,713, as against $19,854,- 
S48 in the corresponding months a year 
ago .;also ‘that our imports from Japan 
have touched thelr highest pcint for an 
oleven months, being $44,367,461, as against 
$41,843,351 in the eleven months of 1908, the 
previous high-water mark. 

A communication from the Japanese 
manager of the Eikoku Shogyo Zasshi, pub- 
lished at Tokio, recently received by the 
department of commerce and labor, indi- 
cates that commercdai and financial condi- 
tions in Japan have not as yet been se- 
riously affected by the war. The writer 
pays. 

“When the Russo-Japanese negotiations 
were broken off and the hostilit.es were 
between these two powers we feared that 
a great panic would occur in our econ- 
omic world and our commerce and industry 
would be upset to a large extent, the whole 
energy of the people being concentrated on 
ihe war. But this turned out to be a false 
fear.

Corner-Stone Intended for the Former 
Is Curiously Given to the 


Latter. 


GUTHRIE, O.. T., July 1—Many of the 
largest donations for the erection and 
maintenance of the first churches in Okla- 
homa came from the saloonkeepers and the 
ganrblers; in fact,-in those day&.the great- 
est incomes were t of the two last- 
named classes; and then, as now, their 
money came easy and went the same route. 

Little did the ministers who attended the 
annual Methodist conference. here recently 
think that the corner-stone of the church 
in which the sessions of the conference 
were held was donated by a saloon and 
gambling-house owner, who had purchased 
it for a eorner-stone for the brick business 
house that he contemplated building within 
the then near future, and in which he an- 
ticipated the operation of his two lines of 
husiness. 

Dick Reaves was the first resident of Ok- 
lahoma to get his outfit on the grounds for 
i gambling house and saloon. He came into 
Guthrie on the first train on the first day. 
and immediate’ly staked off a valuable 
bullding lot on a prominent business cor- 
ner, erected a big tent, spread out his 
paraphernalia and announced himself ready 
for business. He is still located on the 
same corner, in the same business, and 
doing business in an old frame shack, be- 
cause of the fact, as he admits. that the 
corner-stone for his contemplated building 
was donated to the church, and on the next 
day he was cleaned out a $5000 stake by a 
bunch of cowboys headed by Bill Doolin, 


hose 


Reaves did business in the tent for over 
a vear, thinking day by day that. he would 
make a winning that would enable him to 
put up a pretentious building. Following 
an exceeding!y good month's business, dur- 
ing which he deposited several thousand 
dollars each evening. he thought the time 
had finally come to begin work on his busi- 
ness structure. The corner-stone, the first 
of the maternal he bought. was unloaded 
late one evening in front of his. place of 
husiness, and was admired by the crowds 
because of its novelty in a city only a few 
months old. 

It happened that at the same time the 
‘Methodists were preparing for the erection 
of a church building. and were also on the 
lookout for a suitable corner-stone. The 
Reaves rough hewn stone seemed to at- 
tract the attention of the elders, who com- 
posed the church building committee. and 
while Dick Reaves was getting shaved the 
next morning after the arrival of the stone. 
his brother gave it to the Methodists. Dick 
Reaves stood pat and the stone was carted 
awav to be used in the foundation of the 
first church building ever erected itn Okla- 
homa.. The church is still in daily use by 
the Methodists amd famed for having the 
largest church auftiitorium in the territory.
